BROKEN SPRINKLER PIPE 


Kline's Ready-to-Wear Store, 606 
Washington Avenue, Flooded 
by Accident. 

Falling plaster and broken 
sprinkler pipes, in a third-floor 
salesroom of Kline’s ready-to-wear 
store, 606 Washington avenue, this 
afternoon, caused the lower floors 
to be flooded, and resulted in a 
Fire Department order for. the 
temporary closing of the establish- 
ment, 

A section of plaster about 20 by 
50 feet fell at 3:20 p. m. The 
water, pouring from the broken 
pipes, soon did extensive damage 
to dresses displayed on the third 
and lower floors. Reports which 
spread quickly through the down- 
town district, and the gathering of 
police and firemen in front of the 
building, caused a crowd to block 
the street. Water, cascading from 
front windows, sprayed thespecta- 
tors.

ENGLISH TO PRAY FOR RAIN

VATICAN CITY, July 25.—The | 
long voluntary imprisonment of 
Roman Catholic pontiffs in the 


Vatican came to an end this eve- 
ning as Pope Pius XI emerged 
from historic St. Peter’s into the 
famous square before it and 
blessed a throng of fully 200,000 
persons that knelt before him. 
Amid deep religious solemnity, 
broken only at the beginning by 
cries of “viva il Papa” (long live | 
the Pope), the pontiff made his' 
way around the Bernini colonnade . 
that circled the square behind a 
magnificent procession and back | 
to a special altar at the other end 
of the colonnade. 
Here he halted and as the spec-| 
tators, deeply stirred by the sol- | 
emn moment,

200,000 Witness Ceremony. 

The procession itself, headed by 
the pontifical guard, started from 
St. Peter’s at 10 minutes of 6 and 
it was two hours and 35 minutes 
before the pontiff once more dis- 
appeared within St. Peter's. 

Despite the size of the crowd, | 
which had swelled to at least 200,- | 
000 by the time the ceremony was | 
over, everything went off smooth- | 
ly. At times there were some com- | 
motions in the crowd as here and | 
there spectators fainted in the in-| 
tense heat, but temporary Italian 
Red Cross stations quickly cared 
for them. 

About 15,000 soldiers were on 
duty in the square and surround- 
ing streets. whieh had been closed 
by barricades. As the Pope passed, 
these troops presented arms, sym- 
bolizing the accord reached after 
60 years between the church and 
state. 

As the long ceremony went on, 
darkness began to fall and the fa- 
mous square was lighted by the 
flickering candles carried by those 
in the procession. 

The-facade of the basili:a waa 
illuminated by electric lights after 
the Pontiff appeared. 

Although the Pope today ‘for the 
first time left the Vatican, he was 
still on territory of the newly 
created Vatican state. St [Peter's 
Square having been incledet in 
this under the recent agreement.

The door 
to Gans’ suite was locked. The 
policemen rattied the knob and 
were about to use a pass key to 
enter when a shot was heard. 
This was at 5:10 o'clock. 
Unlocking the door, the police- 
men found Gans. in bed, dying. A 
bullet had been fired into his 
right temple. A Luger automatic 
pistol was clutched in his right 
hand. He died without making a

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LINDBERGH NEGOTIATING 
| FOR NEW JERSEY ESTATE 


$100,000 House With 20 Rooms Is 

| on Mountain Overlooking 
Passaic River Valley.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh is negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of an estate 
in North Caldwell, N. J., Alexan- 
der H. Sands Jr., its owner, an 
official of the American Tobacco 
Co., said last night. 

The property is part of Green- 
brook Acres Inc., a real estate de- 
velopment atop a mountain over- 
looking the Passaic River Valley. 
Immediately surrounding the house 
are nine acres. The entire devel- 
opment, which includes two other 
houses, is 75 acres. Lindbergh may 
purchase any part. 

The house itself, built three years 
ago by Sands at a cost of $100,000 
contains 20 rooms and six baths 
and is of Georgian architecture, in 
red brick. Much, of the land is 
wooded. Greenbrook Acres is two 
miles from a flying field the Cur- 
tiss Co. is developing. 


WILL WITHDRAW CONTEST 
OVER CORONER'S ELECTION 


Dr. E. H. Rund to Drop Suit; Op- 
| ponent Gains 59 Votes 
in Recount. 

Dr. E. Il. Rund, defeated Demo- 
cratic candidate for Coroner in the 
last election, will withdraw his elec- 
tion contest suit against Coroner 
William Dever, Dr. Rund's lawyer, 
Frank C. O'Malley, announced to- 
day. 

Since June 3 when the recount 
began, 40 votes were added to Dr. 
Rund’s total but this gain was off- 
set today by the discovery of an 
‘error in addition in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward which added 59 votes 
to Dever’'s total. 

The recount will cost the city 
$12.430.16 for clerical hire in con- 
nection with the work. The con- 
testants must pay their attorneys 
and the watchers whom each main- 
tained in the counting room at the 
City Hall. In the original count, 
Dever won by 800 votes.

At that hour the St. lt.ouis Hobin 
had been in the air for 297 hours. 

“Everything is fine up here, 
the flyers announced, in a message 
dropped to Lambert-St. Louls 
Field at 7:17 a. m., when they had 
completed 12 days in the air, 

The steady “pop. pop, pop” of 
the Curtiss Challenger engine bore 
out their statement and ground 
watchers confidently offered to 
wager that “Red” and “Obie” 
would set the new record at 300 
hours plas before 
landing. As for the flyers them- 
selves; they have repeatedly stated 
that they will stay up as long as 
the engine and plane last. 

Drop to 2000 Feet. 

Overcast skies and a sprinkle of 
rain prompted the flyers to cruise 
around a 2000-foot altitude in the 
forenoon, as compared with 3000 
to 35000 feet on previous days. 
The plane, which has been driven 
at about 48 miles an hour for some 
time, was speeded up somewhat in 
the forenoon. 

A heavy shower downtown. 
which began at 1:47 p. m., 
and lasted 20 minutes, prompted 
some anxious inquiries about 
the flyers, who have had 
uniformly fine flying weather. At 
Lambert Field, however, the sun 
was shining brightly. 

Jackson demonstrated las? 
night that his nerves and limbs 
are still steady by getting. out on 
the 4-inch catwalk of the plane to 
inspect the engine. He made the 
inspection at an altitude of 6000 
feet while a Post-Dispatch pho- 
tographer recorded the feat from 
another plane. The Robin never 
wavered during the performance.

A Flyer’s “Good Morning.” 

Jackson gave a demonstration of 
his skill as a pilot while sending 
down the morning order for gaso- 
line, oil and breakfast today.

“We couldn't eat much.”

Eat- 
ing just makes it worse. 

“I’m going to let the mark stand 
for a while.

Hunter estimated they had lost

The first reward money to be

MISTRIAL IN CASE 
OF REYNOLDS HEIR 
IN AUTO KILLING 


Foreman of Jury in London 
Court Is Seer. Talking to 
Two Defense Witnesses, 
One His Friend.

LONDON, July 25.—The man- 
slaughter trial of Richard Joshua 
Reynolds, wealthy 23-year-oid 
American, came to an abrupt end 
today. The Judge discharged the 
jury and ordered a retrial when 
the jury foreman informed him 
that he had talked last night with 
two defense witnesses. 

The Judge said that under these 
circumstances the trial could not 
prgceed. One of the defense wit- 


nesses who talked to the jury fore- 
man was a friend of the foreman, 
the latter admitted. 

A new trial before a fresh jury 
was ordered to start tomorrow. 

Justice <tumphrey on taking his 
seat at the opening of today’s ses- 
sion addressed the jury, saying that 
he had asked the members on the 
first day of the trial to be very 
careful not to speak to any per- 
son connected with the case or al- 
low any such person to speak to 
them. 

“Do any of you desire to say 
anything to me on the subject?” 
he asked. 

The foreman of the jury re- 
plied: “I did see one witness last 
night, Mr. Atwood, who is a friend 
of mine. I didn’t discuss the case 
beyond his evidence.” 

He added that he had known At- 
wood for sometime and that At- 
wood had spoken to him first. The 
foreman said that another witness 
named Taylor who had been with 
Atwood at the time also spoke to 
him, 

“I only joked about the way Mr. 
Atwood spoke,” said the foreman. 
“I am very sorry if I have done 
anything wrong.” 

Reynolds, a son of the late 
founder of the Reynolds Tobacco 
Co., is charged with responsibility 
for the death of Arthur Graham, 
who was fatally hurt when his mo- 
tor cycle was struck by an auto 
driven by .Reynoilds who was ac- 
companied by nronaid Bargate.

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania 
Fears It Will Reduce 
Efficiency. 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—Plen- 
ty of trouble faces President Hoo- 
ver’'s Arm’ Commission charged 
with cutting military expenditures. 


Already the pruning knife has | 


been directed at some of the many 
garrison posts scattered throughout 
the Western states.

If the commission’s ax falls in 
this direction, a storm of protest is 
in prospect in Congress, but Sen- 
ator Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, 
one of the most active preparedncss 
men in Congress, has declared this 
should be one of the ways for 
economy if there must be greater 
economy.

Clause ITi of the 
treaty says textually, “It is under- 
stood, however, that St. Peter’s 
Square, though forming part of the 
Vatican city, will continue ordinar- 
ily open to the public and subject 
to the authority of the Italian po- 
lide, who will cease their functions 
at the foot of the steps of the 
Basilica, unless requested to inter- 
vene. When the Holy See decides 
to close St. Peter’s Square tempo- 
rarily to the Italian puble, the Ita>- 
ian authorities, unless invited to 
remain, will withdraw to the lim- 
its of the Colonnadcs of Berninr.” 

In the execution of this clause, 
at noon on June 7, after the ex- 
change of ratifications of the Late- 
ran accords and following the ef- 
fectiveness of same, the Italian po- 
lice in the Vatican Basilica main- 
taining public order, withdrew and 
were substituted by the Governor 
of Vatican City by the pontifical 
gendarmes who since then carry 
out all the police functions at St. 
Peter’s. In St. Peter’s Square, how- 
ever, nothing has been changed 
since, as the treaty says. it con- 
tinues “to be open to the public 
and subject to thé authority of the 
Italian police.” 

Called Upon Italian Poélice. 

Today was the first occasion con- 
templated by the aforementioned 
clause. The Pope temporarily 
withdrew St. Peter’s Square from 
public view, giving it over to the 
great crowd which came. to assist 
at the pious ceremony. At the 
same time the Ifalian authorities 
did not withdraw. The Vatican 
does not dispose of a sufficient 
armed force necessary for the or- 
der which the services occasioned. 
Therefore, no sooner the Pope had 
the idea of this procéssion than the 
Vatican authorities entered nego- 
tiations with the Italian military 
police authorties in order to have 
sufficient force to protect the pro- 
cession and regulate th» move- 
ments of the enormous mass of 
people assembled in S§St. Peter's 
Square. 

At the same time, all this did 
not really constitute the outcom- 
ing of the Pope from the Vatican 
in the commonly understood sense 
of the word. The Pope issued from 
the Vatican Palace put he re- 
mained within his own territory as 
he did not pass over the frontiers 
of the Vatican City. When one 
speaks of the Pope's coming out it 
is generally understood he will go 
to some part of the city of Rome 
or Italian territory. When the 
Pope really emerges from his ter- 
ritory, he will not organize a cere-

The Pope quickly 
understood there was no better 
way to do this than by offering, 
midst his beloved priests and 
seminarists the solemn act of sac- 
erdotal ministry, lending to the 
same the most extensive pomp and 
widest publicity. So he chose the 
renewal of that traditional Euch- 
aristic procession which, before 
1870, the Popes carried out every 
year on the occasion of the Feast 
of Corpus Christi, the beauty and 
pomp of which drew a vast crowd 
of foreigners to Rome. 


In this the Pope has not only 
been guided by the desire for a 
great outward show of solemnity 
but also by the significance of the 
ceremony chosen. 


The essential object of the Cath- 
Olic priest is to bring Jesus to the 
people and therefore, how better 
could have the Pope expressed it 
than by carrying the living God in 
the sacrament of the Eucharist 
through the innumerable applaud- 
ing throng and himself praying 
before the greatest temple of 
Christianity where lie the ashes of 
the Apostle Peter, first Vicar of 
Christ and first of the Roman 
Popes? What better could he 
have done for the immense mass 
of people gathered around him, 
for the people of Rome and for 
the people of Italy, than to carry 
himself the living Eucharistic 
Christ and bless therewith, near 
and distant, all upright souls, all 
hearts of good faith? 

Pope’s Blessing Ends Ceremony. 


This was the intention of the 
Pope when preparing the marvel- 
ous procession which unwound it- 
self under the majestic colonnades 
of Bernini, ending by the Pope’s 
blessing imparted from the portico 
of St. Peters. 

For me personally, the proces- 
sion awakened one of the dearest 
and most beautiful memories of 
my now distant youth. (Cardinal 
Vannutelli is 93 years old.) Eighty 
years ago, as a young cleric I as- 
sisted several times in the Corpus 
Christi procession. I passed in 
procession amid the innumerable 
religious institutes of Rome and 
witnessed the triumphal passage 
of our Lord borne by the angelic 
Pius IX on the podium designed 
by Bernini. I still hear in my 
heart the echo of those solemn 
hymns and pious prayers repeated 
by a people prostrating itself be- 
fore the passage of our Lord in the 
act of blessing. It seems I still see 
the pomp of the decorations and 


costumes of those far distant days, 


the precious arrases hung 


the balconies and the brilliant uni- | 


forms of the Governor.and Magis- 
trate of Rome. Still I seem _ to 
hear the artillery salvos greeting 
the moment of the Eucharistic 
benediction. 

The times now have changed. 
The external splendor of today’s 
procession was certainly not that 
of 80 years ago. At the same time 
the deep religious faith of the 
Roman people gathering around its 
Pope is always equally intense and 
fervid. The circumstances of the 
event by which for the first time 
the Pope was seen outside the 
closed walls of the Vatican Palace 
could not but increase the en- 
thusiasm and the desire of every- 
one to give this magnificent reno- 
vation of the ancient rite a splen- 
dor and spiritual value which not 
only equaled that of the past but 
surpassed it.
